i| Buffalo, Sept. 5, -ProFidpnt's day at 

the Pan-American cxpoBition brought 
a large attendance to the Rainbow 
City. BiuinesB boufti and prirate 
rMld«ne«a were decorated with Hacs 
and bunting and banners were stretch- 
ed from windows and across streets. 

At 10 a. m. the presidrnt emcrg«'d 
from tbe home of Mr. Mllbura Mrs. 
McKinley accompanying him. walking 
by his aid* without aMlataoc*. Cheers 
fretted them, whtoh he ackaowledged 
by bowing and raising nis hat. Mr. 
and Mrs. McKinley enton-d their car- 
riage and with an escort of L'o mount- 
ed police and 20 members of tbe sig- 
nal corps Mt out at a brisk trot tor 
the Lincoln Parkway entrance to the 
eiposltlon grounds, where tbe preei- 
dent was met by dt'tachmi-nts of the 
United States marines and the soa- 
coast artillery and other troops. A 
president's salute of 21 guna waa fired. 

The preildent waa at once eacorted 
to the stand erected in the eaplanade, 
wbere tbe thousands were assembled. 
In the Btand on each side of the pres- 
ident were seated many distinguished 
men and women, among tbem repre- 
sentative! of moat of the South Amer> 
lean republics. 

Following are excerpts from tllS 
president's address: 

Kxposlttons Uueata. 
Expositions are the timepeepers of 
progress. They record tbe world's ad- 
vancement. They stimulate the en- 
ergy, enterprise and intellect of the 
people and Qulcken human benius. 
' They broaden and brighten tlie daily 
lite of the people. They open mighty 
storehouses of Information to the stu- 
dent. Every exposition, great or 
small, has helped to some onward 
step. Comparison of ideas is always 
educational and as such instructs the 
brain and band of man. Friendly riv- 
alry follows which is the spur to in- 
dustrial improvement, the insplratloa 
to useful invention and to high en- 
deavor in all departments of human 
activity. It exacts a study of tbe 
wants, comforts and even the whims 
of the people and recognises the ef- 
ficacy of high quality and new prices 
to win their favors. The question of 
trade is an incentive to men of busi- 
ness to devise, improve and economise 
in tbe cost of production. Business 
life, wkether amoni onrselves or with 
other people, is ever a sharp atmsgla 
for Kuccess. It will be none the less 
so in the future. Without competition 
we would be clinging to the clumsy 
and antiquated process of farming and 
manufacture and the methods of bus- 
iness long ago, and the twentieth 
would be no further advanced than 
the eighteenth century. But though 
commercial competitors we are, com- 
mercial enemies we must not be. Tbe 
Pan-American ezpoaition has done its 
work thoroughly, presenting in its ex- 
hibits evidences of tbe highest skill 
and Illustrating the progress of the 
human family in the western hemi- 
sphere. This portion of tbe earth has 
no cause for humiliation for the part 
It has performed In the march of elv- 
Ulsation. 

International Dependence. 
Ood and man have linked tbe na- 
tions together. No nation can longer 
be indifferent to any other. And as we 
are brought more and more in touch 
with each other the less occasion is 
there for misunderstanding and tbe 
Stronger the disposition when we have 
ilt«r«»oss. to mmtt then la the court 
of arbitratiOB, wbleh Is the nobloat 
forum for the settlement of interna- 
tional disputes. 

We have a vast and intricate busl- 
•ess built up through years of toil 
ud struggle, in which every part of 
the country haa Its stake, which will 
not permit of either neglect or of un- 
due selilshness. No narrow, sordid 
policy will subserve it. The greatest 
sklU. and wisdom on the part of the 
atanufacturers and producers will bu 
required to hold and Increase it Our 
Industrial enterprises whick kave 
grown to such proportions affect the 
homes and occupations of tbe people 
and the welfare of the country. Our 
eapiBcity to produce has developed so 
enormously and onr products kave so 
enormously that the problem of mere 
markets requires our urgent and Im- 
mediate attention. Only a broad and 
enlightened policy will keep what we 
kave. No other policy will get tkem. 
Reciprocal Trade Relations. 
By sensible trade arrangements 
which will not Interrupt our produc- 
tion we shall extend tbe outlets for 
our Increasing surpltia. A system 
which provides a mutual •sokaafe of 
commodities, a mutual exckange l| 



manifestly essential to the continued 
healthful growth of our export trade. 
We must not repose in fancied secur- 
ity that^ we can forever sell every- 
thing and buy little of nothing. If 
such a thing were possible, it would 
not be best for us or for those With 
whom we deal. We should take from 
our customera such of their products 
as we can use without barm to our in- 
dustries and labor. 

Reciprocity Is the natural outgrowth 
of our wonderful Industrial develop- 
ment under tbe domestic policy now 
firmly established. What wo produce 
beyond our domestic consumption 
must have a vent abroad. The excess 
must be relieved through a foreign 
outlet and we ahould sell everywhere 
we can, and buy wherever tbe buying 
will enlarge our sales and productinu.^ 
and thereby mane a grecter demand 
for home labor. The perioo of excl i 
piveness Is past The expansion of 
our trade and commerce is tke press- 
ing problem. Commercial wars are 
unprofitable. A policy of good will 
and frlt iiillN- trade relations will pn-- 
vent repri.:alB. Reciprocity treaties 
are hi karmony with .the spirit of the 
times, measures of retaliation are not 
If perchance some of our tariffs are 
no longer needed, for revenue or to 
encourage and protect our indii tii- .-; 
at home, why should f iey not be < in 
ployed to extend and promate our 
markata abroad Y 

Needs of Merchant Mcrlne. 

Then, too, we have in .dequafe 
steamship service New lin^s if 
steamers have already been put in 
commission between tke Pacific co. t 
of tbe United States and those of the 
western coasts of Mexico and Central 
and South America. Tliesi' should bt 
followed up with direct steamship 
lines between tbe western coast of 
the United Statea and South American 
ports. One of the needs of the timet 
is the direct commercial lines from 
our vast fields of prodiu tion to the 
fields of consumption that we have 
but barely touched. Next in advant- 
age to having tke tklag to aell la to 
have the convenience to carry It to the 
buyer. We must encourage our mer- 
chant marine. We must have moie 
ships. They must be under ine Amer 
lean flag, built, manned and owned by 
Americans. These will not only be 
profitable In a commercial sense, they 
will be messanfers of peace and ami^ 
Arberever they go. 

Must Build Isthmian Canal. 

We mast build the isthmus canal, 
which will unite two oceans and give 
a straight line of water communua- 
tlon with the western coasts of Cen- 
tral ami South America in America 
and Mexico. The constxuction of a 
Pacific cable caaoot b« kmger post- 
poned. In <.^9 furtherance of i.*ese 
objects of national interest and con- 
cern you are performing an Impoitant 
part. This exposition would have 
touched the heart of that American 
statesman whose mind waa ever alert 
and thooght ever oonstant for a larg- 
er commerce and a truer fraternity of 
the republics of tbe new world. His 
broad American spirit is felt and man- 
ifested here. He needs no identifica- 
tion to an assemblage anywhere, for 
tbe name of Blaine is inseparably as- 
sociated with the Pan-American move- 
ment which finds this practical and 
substantial expression and which we 
all hope will be llrmly advanced by 
the Pan-American congress tbat as- 
sembles tkis autnmn In tke capital of 
Mexico. 

Oentlemen, let us remember that 
our interest is in concord, not ci -i- 
fiict, and that our real eminence rests 
in the victories of peace, not those of 
war. We hope tbat all who are repre- 
sented here may be moved to higher 
and nobler effort for their own and the 
world's good, and tbat out of this city 
may come, not only greater comnierte 
and trade for us all, but more essen- 
tial than these relations of mutual re- 
spect, confidence and friendship which 
will deepen and endura.

Newport, R. L, fept 8.— Tke yackt 

tiolumbia, champion of 1899, has been 
cboosen to race against Shamrock II, 
In defence of the America's cup. This 
decision was reached after a confer- 
ence lasting two hours between the 
members of the ckallange commiUee, 
all of wkom were present Commo- 
dore Lewis Cass Ledyard presided. 

The discussion was exhaustive. Tbe 
performances of tbe two boats were 
gone over systematically and critical- 
ly eomparad. Tkf conoluaion was tkal 
the behavior of tka Columbia was far 
more consistent tkan that of the Con- 
stitution, and that in the clrcum- 
sances there was no alternative but to 
name her as tbe defender of the cup. 
It waa keld tbat while the decision 
might be disappointing to the syndi- 
cate which owns the Constitution, the 
committee was compelled to choose 
tbe Columbia, whose races have shown 
none of tbe erratic form manifested by 
the Constitution.

abducted leaders of the striking cigar 
makers of Tampa, Kla., have returned 
from exibv 'P'.i> tn^-n who fomposed 
the central coniiuUtec uf RosistencJa 
union of Tampa aiii\>'(l herf on a 
small fruit scboener, tbe Oertrude, of 
this port Marooned on a barren, un* 
Inhabited isle off tbe coast of Hon- 
fl.'ras, they had, by an unexpected 
turn of fortune 'v eaped il< iitli fmni ei- 
posiire and Btaravation and made 
their way to civiliaation and safety. 
They believe it was tbe intention of 
their captors tbct they should never 
rcurn from »^xlle. 

The authoiitics at Warhington have 
instructed lh»' I'nitod Stales district 
attorney at JackBonville, Fla.. to make 
an inveatifstion of tbe matter. Sworn 
depositions of tbe men taken before 
federal officials have been mailed to 
Washington. 

Luis Uarcia, who wns tali< n at mid-

After a brief conference at Ballast 
rniiit tlie i:{ men were init alioutd the 
tug and the stait was luailf amid de- 
risive farewells fiom ttic ai ilm tui's on 
tbe dock. The tug beaded for the 
schooner Marie Cooper, wblcb waa 
riding at anobor la tbe stream with ail 
sails set. Tbe men were transferred 
to the schooner under a heavy guard 
Tuesday night, Aug. ti. A stiff breese 
soon carried tbem down the bay and 
out to sea. Aa day followed day with* 
out an indication that a landing wm 
contemplated, the kidnaped men, wbo 
had been kept In ignorance, not only 
of their fati . hut of their probable des- 
tinaiion, became uneasy and requested 
to know where they were being taker. 
Tbey were told they would be landed 
on English soil far enough away to 
prevent ;i i i tni ii to the t'liited States 
for a lon« t.ui'v The seve nth day land 
was sighted aud tlv captives were in- 
formed tbat tbeir destination bad 
been reached. Nearer approach re* 
vealed a long, low stretch of sand 
beacb without sign of human habita- 
tion. The men were lande d at night, 
each receiving $.5. A box of snda 
crackers, two hams, three cans of 
beef and about a gallon of water were 
placed oli tbe beach. The boats then 
returned to the schooner, which Im- 
mediately set sail and disappeared. 

Their pro Islons gave out. the water 
was exhausted, th( ir hands and 
faces were burned by the ti'oi)icai sun 
and their feet were blistered by long 
marchea. They began to ilrspair of 
ever reaching home and had almost 
given up the fight when they were 
discovered by an Indian. He l>ioiii?ht 
aid. took them to the osainland, guid- 
ed them to the plantation of a Mr. 
Bruno, wbe'e tbey were well received. 
Their iiumedlate wants were supplied 
and they procured n '•tnall bmt t « 
take them to Truxillo. At Truxlllo 
tbey met two C'u'ia.i... fi im i ly ret 
dents of Florida and now engaged In 
fruit culture there wbo supplied funds 
and hired a schooner to take tbem to 
Bonacclo. wbere tbey found the 
Gertrude seeking a cargo of fruit for 
this market. They chartered her and 
Balled for Key West.
